Family Difficulty Causes Suicide 

Believing that he had killed his six- 
teen-year-old son, who was lying in the 
front room of his home, unconscious 
from a blow struck by his .lather, Wil- 
liam Milton blew out his brains in his 
home in stamping ground, about ten 
miles from Georgetown, Sunday after- 
noon. 

The suicide resulted from a quarrel 
in which the family of Milton engaged 
owing to objections to a caller who was 
a friend of Milton's daughter. During 
the row, Milton knocked down his son, 
who had interfered between his father 
'and mother. The bey dropped uncon- 
scio'js and his mother ana sister ran 
from the 'house, crjing that the boy 
was dead- 

Milton rushed into his own room, 
where he took a pistol from a draw'er, 
placed the muzzle close to his head, 
behind the ear, and pulled the trigger. 
The Coroner’s jury retumed a verdict 
if death by suicide.

Large Ears of Forest Animals. 

Within till- limit.s of particular groups 
jarge cars may be taken, a.s a rule, to 
imlicato cltiicr great powers of hearing 
or the necessity of catching every 
v#nve of sound. Thus, forest dwelling 
animals generally have much larger, 
and ospoeially broader, c.irs than their 
relalivc.s iiilmhiting ojk'h country. An 
excellent instance of thi.s is afforUetl 
by tlie okapi of the Scinliki forest, as 
contrasted with the giraffe of the more 
oiKin districts of Africa— the cars in 
the one case being excessively broad 
and leaflike, wliile in the other they 
are comparatively narrow and pointetl. 
Similarly Grevy’s zebra, which inhab- 
its scrub jungles in Somaliland and 
northeast Africa generally, has much 
larger and wider ears than the onli- 
nary zebra of the open veldt.— Scientif- 
ic American.
